LONDON, April 15.—The ‘Hamburg news- 
papers state that Saturday last the British 
steamer Alnwick Castle, bound for Venezu- 
ela, entered the river Elbe.

The Prevailing Sentiment in Favor of 
Edmunds, 
The Rev. Freeman Clark Declares Against 
Grant—Choice of Delegates.

WORCESTER, Mass., April 15.—An Even- 
ing Post special from Worcester says: The 
Grant and Blaine delegations have united, 
and the Sherman and Edmunds delegates 
workin harmony. The Committee on Reso- 
lutions has been so constituted that any anti- 
Grant, anti- Blaine or anti-Third- 
Ter m resolutions will be suppressed. 
But the minority, consisting of 
John E. Sanford of Taunton, Charles R. Cod- 
man of Boston, and Heary Cabot Lodge, of: 
Nahant, will undoubtedly urge the admission 
of a resolution pronouncing it unwise to nom- 
inate any candidate who will put the party on 
its defense and repel instead of at- 
tracting independent voters. The’ sen- 
timent of the convention on _ this 
question was pretty well determined 
this§morning in a caucus of Edmunds and 
Sherman men upon aresolution of Borden, of 
Fall River, declaring that the only cuarantee 
of success for the Republican party is in mak- 
ing the choice of such a candidate as will need 
no defense of his past record. Very lively de- 
bate ensued on this resolution, which was 
tabled, the prevailing sentiment being 
that it Was very injudicious to place the Re- 
publicans of Massachusetts in such a position 
that thev eould not support the candidate, 
whoever he might be. In the convention the 
first movement was a vote that all resolutions 
should be referred to the © Commit- 
tee on Resolutions without de- 
bate, thus avoiding the difficulty 
which it was feared would arise, as it was 
venerally reported that it was proposed to 
debate the resolutions on their merits before 
they were referred. The Edmunds and 
Sherman delegations have agreed to make 
Sherman second choice at Chicago.

WORCESTER, MAss., April 15.—The Repub- 
lican State Convention met to-day. United 
States Ser. tor Dawes was chosen permanent 
chairman. The usual committees were 
appointed. The address of Senator Dawes 
presented in a forcible manner 
the history of the Republican party 
and his arraignment of the Democratic 
party elicited frequent applause.- It was 
voted that all resolutions should be referred 
to a committee on resolutions without debate.

For President, George F. Edmunds, of Ver- 
mont; delegates—Geo. F. Hoar, Worcester; 
Julius H. Seelye, Amherst; Chas. R. Cod- 
man, Boston; John E. Sanford, Taunton; al- 
ternates—Eben F. Stone, Newburyport; Jas. 
M. Barker, Pittsfield; Charles Allen, Boston; 
Robt. R. Bishop, Newton; Parker C. Chand- 
ler, Boston. Said he: ‘At the request of friends

NEGRO VOUDOUISM.

The Superstitious Beliefs and Practices 
of Southern Darkies. 
{Richmond (Va.) Cor. Pfilladelphia Times. ] 
- The belief in Voudouism is deep and wide- 
spread among the negroes of the Southern 
States. To say that ail of tbem have faith in 
it would be to overstate the case, still in 
most country neighborhoods there may be 
found at leastone Voudou man or woman, 
and the profession of Voudou doctor or deai- 
er in counter charms for the mysterious mala- 
dies which bafile the skill of regular physi- 
cians is byno means asinecure. Like other 
black arts its practice is secret. Its votaries 
and victims alike guard it jealously from the 
whites, among whom it forms a stock subject 
for ridicule. Now and then a wide-awake 
newspaper correspondent tinearths some fresh 
story of witchcraft, orthe band of justice, 
groping for acriminal, finds the mesh _ of 
Voudouism woven intothe tangled web of 
crime; and the local newspapers cry out with 
‘one accord tbat the negro race is relapsing 
into barbarism and is given over tothe 
worsip of the devil. 
UNDER THE SPELL. 

Exactly what this African shadow is proba- 
bly no white man knows, but the negro who 
believes in it places no limits to its power. Let 
him once be persuaded that he has fallen un- 
der its spell, that, as the Virginiafdarkies say, 
he is *‘tricked,” and he is doomed to death 
unless he can tind some physician, his conti- 
dence in whose skill exceeds his dread of his 
enemy. No other magic works so subtly; 
the fruit of atree, nay, the very waters ofa 
spring, may be poisoned for the destined vic- 
tim alone, while all other men eatand drink 
with impunity. The Voudou charm buried 
bereath his doorstep shal! nail him to his 
chair with paralysis, while his wife and child- 
ren pass over it with perfect safety. An oint- 
ment rubbed secretly on the handle of his hoe 
or the belve of his axe shall poison his life 
blood by slow degrees; or the evil eye-cast 
upon him shall bring all his purposes and 
pians to naught. 

Tbat the negroes poison each other no one 
who has lived among them can doubt; in- 
deed, cases of conviction of such crimes afe 
notrare. The poisons they use are rarely 
those of the chemist, however, and many an 
old crone among them is familiar with every 
herb and root found in field and forest of the 
Scuthern States. But apart from this deaths 
often occur from sheer force of imagination. 
He who is convinced that the. death angel is 
on his track.has short lease of life. 

The-writer has seen a strong man in the 
prime of youth dying by inches from no dis- 
ease that the doctors could classify or cure; 
with paralysis slowly creeping from limb to 
limb until at last he could only move his eyes. 
After his death his colored nurse told, ina 
whisper and under promise of secrecy, the 
cause of his sickness: A Voudou man in the 
neighborhood had made an image of him,and, 
wrapping itin a garmentstolen from him, 
bad buried it. Asthe image decayed so the 
Victim had wasted away until boti had ceased 
to exist. 


A MARVELOUS CURE. 

A colored woman, of considerable intelli- 
cence and abie to read alittle, came to me one 
cay Witha marvelous story of disease and 
cure. Another woman had suffered for 
weeks With a**misery ia her inside,’? and on 
upplication toa Voudou doctor of high re- 
puie had been furnished wiih a lotion to be 
rubbed onthe seat of the pain and a drink to 
be taken internally. The use of the prescrip- 
tion hadbeen persevered in for a day or two, 


when the patient vomited a quart of hairy 


worms, and was instantiv relieved. ‘*Now,’’ 
said the narrator, ‘Show dem worms git thar 
if scmnebody didn’t put “emthar’’? ‘“M..’ I 
said miidiy, **do vou believe that?’ ‘Well, 
my mistis,’’ was the answer, ‘I can’t ’clare to 
it, cause I warn’t tbar, but the woman that 
tole me is a member of the chu’ch, an’ [| 
know she wa’nter gwine to tell ine no lie ’bout 
, 

The Voudou doctors must not be confound- 
ed withthe Voudou men snd women whose 
mischief it is their mission to counteract. The 
two trades are rarely combined in one person, 
and the doctor may be a respectable member 
of society, While on the other hand the Vou- 
Gou man is accursed, an outcast, as were the 
witches spoken of inthe Bible. They are re- 
garded as given over tothe devil, and fear- 
ful stories aretoJd of how the fiend has come 
in person to seize the soul of his servants. 
Only peopie eminent for piety dare watch by 
the death-bed of such aone, and his grave 
is} always haunted by the restless spirit, 
which cannot hope for peace 
world. 

A VOUDOU DOCTOR AT WORK. 

A physician residing in an adjacent couaty, 
who, like most of bis brethren here- 
nbouts, has an extensive charity practice 
among the colored people, on visiting a color- 
ed.woman afflicted With cdropsy a short time 
Seance, fvutd that a Voudou doctor bad been 
called ip. He was invited to stay and witness 
the ceremonies, and through strong curiosity 
did so. The quack performed some mysterious 
mummeries and then ripping oven the pillows 
on which the sick womun lay, produced -ome 
oad-sheped knots of feathers. These, he said, 
were thé **trick *’ which had caused all the 
suiscbiéf, and he proceeded to burn them, 
soakipg «nauseous sineil and stifling smoke. 
This done, he pronounced a cure certain. The 
pstient died within a few days, but both she 
and her cclored friends were persuaded that 
it was on!y becausefihe Voudou doctor had 
heen called in too late. 

A great partoithe trade ofthese doctors 
consists in the sale of charmsto be worn asa 
protection against diseases caused by Voudou- 
i-m or against il-luck produced by the evil 
eye. These charms are of various sorts, snake 
Lones, ‘‘eye of newt aud toe of frog,’’ snake or 
seneca reot, Which lust many regular practi- 
tioners recommend as a preventive against 
malarial fevers; mysterious powders, the 
composition of which noman knoweth, and 
herbs gathered at midnight, some on the in- 
crease of the moon, some on its decrease and 
others when the moon is at full. Since patients 
ww higher circles are often healed by bread pilis 
of imaginary and even of nervous disorders, it 
is bardly strange that these Voudou doctors 
woik many cures. One of their charms is the 
drawing » magic circle arounjy a house and 
lurving something at the four corners, under 
the hearth-stone and under the doorstep. 


. This done the Legroes believe that no conjure- 


man (i. e., the Voudou man) can work the in- 
mates i)/. 
A singular inconsistency in this belief in 
conjuration is that, while the very waters of 
a perennial spring may be poisoned for one 
person and for no one else, still the **trick’’ 
may sometimes go astray and lighton an un- 
intended victim. For instance, | once knew a 
colored Woman who was an incurabie cripple, 
lamed for life by an attack of white swelling 
when she was a small child. The negroes in 
the neighborhood all believed firmly that this 
sfiliction was due to the carelessness of her 
mother, a reputed Voudou woman, who, after 
mixing some of her ‘*conjures,’’ failed to 
wash her hands before taking the child, and 80 
maimed it bevond ber skill to heal. For, 
strangely enough, in most cases these witches 
are believed to be wholly unable to undo the 
misebief they cause and have no antidotes for 
their poisons; servants of the devil, they are 
powerful only for evil. Nor is it possible for 
évery one who wishes to attain this black art. 
The gift is for the few, and he who desires to 
bewiich an enemy and has not. the power must 
seck some one *be har. To do so is a sin 
witbin the pale of forgiveness. Here, at least, 
the receiver of stolen goods is less guilty than

FETICH WORSHIP. 

The question of fetich worship among the 
negroes is one which has been much dis- 
cussed. Possibly, nay probably, it exists to 
some extent amongthe blacksin the rice 
swamps and cane-brakes of the far South; put 
in Virginia, at least, it is wholly unknown, 
and the Voudou charms or ‘‘conjure bags,’’ 
worn by superstitious negroes, are no more 
worshipped by them than is some patent med- 
icine-by the chronte invalid, who pins his 
hopes of health on its virtues. If he loses the 
bag he buys another for fifty cents or less,aud 
is pone the worse ‘thereby, except for the 
pecuniary loss. 

The negroes are, as a rule, very much afraid 
of each other, and this fear is often a source 
of annoyance to Southern housekeepers. 
Their unwillingness to take each other’s 
places sometimes renders it difficult to get rid 
of aservant who does not wish to leave, since 
another will not come in her place until it Is 
understood that she must go under any cir- 
cumstances. I have myself been obliged to 
assure an incompetent cook that if the choice 
lay between herself and nobody I should still 
discharge her. Even then her successor came 
rejuctantiy, and when she arrived there was 
liberal use in the kitchen of salt and red pep- 
per, potent charms against Voudouism, and 
the back gate was keptlocked with unwonted 
eare. ‘*I] don’t Lelieve in ‘tricking’ myself, 
mavam,’’? said the new cook; ‘*but 1 don’t 
like the looks of that ooman, and we are all 
pore creeters, you know, ma’am.”’ 


PAINS OF APOSTACY. 


Fighting Over the Kemains ofa Chris- 
tianized Jewess. 
{From the New York Tribune, 13th.] 

Hulda Fanny Selbiger, a Jewesstwenty-two 
years old, was married a year ago to Moritz 
Adler, a Jew who had beer converted to Jhris- 
tianity, the ceremony being performed by a 
Judge. She lived happily with her husband, 
and attended with him the services at St. 
Stephen’s Episcopal Church, of which Dr. 
Hart is pastor. Fimally she renounced the 
Jewish taith and became a member of that 
church. This caused estrangement from her re- 
Jatives. About two weeks ago Mrs. Adler gave 
birth to a child. She became dangerously sick, 
anu the attention of the Sisters of St. Barna- 
bas Home was called to the case. Sister Eliza- 
beth procured a nurse at Bellevue Hospital. 
All hopes of Mrs. Adler’s recovery were 
abandoned on Sunday, and then her brother, 
Selig Selbiger, a peddier, became alarmed lest 
she should die inthe Christian faith. With 
some of his friends he went to his sister’s 
home. No. 9%6 Allen street, but was refused 
admission. He beat the door, created a great 
disturbance, and threatened violence if he 
were not admitted. Sister Elizabeth, fearing 
that the tumult would hasten the woman’s 
death, informed Capt. Allaire, and several po- 
licemen quelled the outbreak. The brother 
appealed to Capt. Allaire to aid him, but was 
told that the police had no power to interfere 
in matters of religion. Some of the neigh- 
bors say that the bruther then tried to find 
some judge who would grant a writ by 
which he could gain admission to his sister. 

Mrs. Adler died at 9:30 p. m. Sunday. Sis- 
ter Elizabeth was at her bedside. The hus- 
band, frightened by the threats of selbiger, 
fled from the house to the Astor Place Hotel. 
At 1l a. m. yesterday Selbiger appeared again 
at the house and demanded the body of his 
sister so that she could be buried according 
to the Jewish rites. The body was in 
charge of Joseph T. Reed, an undertaker, 
who would not deliver it tothe brother. The 
undertaker produced the physician’s certi- 
ficate of death and the burial permit from 
the Board of Health, stating that th2 cause of 
death was peritonitis. Selbiger then de- 
clared that his sister had died from vioience 
ut the hands of her husband, and tried 
to delay the burial of the 
body. He became so abusive that 
the police were once more cailed to re- 
store quiet. Accordingly, Roundsman Mally 
znd four men Visited the house and kept the 
brother and his friends from interfering with 
the funeral. Atip. m., withthe policeman 
bs anescort, the body was removed tost. 
Bernabas Chapel, in Mulberry street, where 
services Were held. There were onlv four 
persots present. The body was then taken 
1o St. Michael’s Cemetery, Astoria, and 
buried. Mr. Adler, the husband, did not ar- 
rive atthe chapel until after the body was 
buried. He wept bitterly when he heard the 
body had been taken to Astoria, and said that 
he had been at the house of a friend and did 
not know when the services were to/ be held. 
lie did pot return to the house through fear 
of selbiver and his Hebrew friends. 

The Q@ueen’s Daughters.

Of the five daughters of Queen Victoria, the 
Princess Beatrice, the youngest, will soon 
have remained the longest unmarried. The 
Crown Princess of Germany married at eight- 
een; the late Princess Alice of Hesse was 
merried When she was nineteen; the Princess 
flelena married at twenty; the Princess 
Louise, Who bad until that time remained 
longest single, When she married the Marquis 
of Lorne was about the same age that her 
young sister is—that is, twenty-three. It is 
natural enough that there should be gossip 
and rumors about the wedded fate of the last 
ofthe quintet. Romance has not been absent 
from the stories told about her, but the truth 
seems to be that the Princess has chosen, up 
to this time, to be the confidante and com- 


to leave Windsor, Balmoral, and Osborne 
without any of the daughters of the widowed 
monarch.

EUGENIE’S CKOWN. 


The Ex-Empress Disposes of Her Royal 
Diadem. 
|!From the Boston Herald.]} 


The ex-Empress Eugenie, before starting 
for Zululand, presented her imperial crown 
to the Church of Notre Damedes Victoires, 
Paris. Itisof great value on account of its 
artistic composition and the number of preci- 
ous stones it contains. After the Empress’ 
flight from France, the new Government or- 
dered that all the valuables of the Imperial 
family, including the crown, the _ re- 
galia and the sword of State, should 
be deposited with the Bank of 
France. Butarumorsoon got abroad that 
the Empress’ crown, together with the cele- 
brated Regent diamond,had been secretly for- 
warded to London to the care of the Roths- 
childs. A little later the gossips aftirmed that 
it had been sold by Dr. Evans, the American 
dentist, and that the proceeds had been ap- 
plied to the support of the Empress at Chisel- 
hurst. The true account of her flight and of 
the valuables she took with her has recently 
been published. It appear that, when Prince 
Metternich appeared at the Tuileries and bade 
the Empress hasten her departure, she went 
hurriedly into her bedroom, put on a brown 
water- proof cloak,a round traveling hat, took 
a green parasol, began to collect in great haste 
ali the miniatures of the Emperor, of her son, 
of her sister (the Duchess d’Albe), and of 
ber niece, and put them into a lapisiazuli 
box, which, however, in the haste of her 
fligbt, she was destined to leave be- 
bind. ‘*Make haste, Madame, I hear cries; 
they are mounting the stairs; they 
are coming!’’ cried M. Nigra. Prince Met- 
ternich went boldly intothe bed-room and 
tock the Empress by the arm. Every one had, 
more or less, lost his presence of mind. The 
Empress left without taking any money with 
her, ulthough there were about 40,000 francs 
inthe drawers, and Marshal Vaillant, who 
bad hada thought of this, and bringing some 
rouleaux of gold with him, had, with the 
greatest difficulty, succeeded in entering the 
palace by the gate in the Rue de Rivoli, arriv- 
ed too late to give them to the Empress. She 
was driven to the hotel of Dr. Evans,who sup- 
plied her with money. She was then put into 
the hands of Sir John Burgoyne, who convey- 
ed her across the channel, and when she set 
foot on British shores, she was almost penni- 
less. Inthe subsequent arrangement of her 
affairs, after the commune, many of her valu- 
ables, and amongthem the crown, were re- 
stored to her. 


Sara Bernhardt’s Self-Advertising.

The company of the Theatre Francais have 
a holiday in the holy week by virtue of an old 
tradition. They generally take advantage of 
it to go and play in Brussels, wherethere is 
a well-appointed plav-house,.and where the 
play-going public understand French. This 
season Mile. Sara Bernhardt, who is not gre- 
garious in her instinctsy- has deserted her 
comrades and gone to staritin Holland. She 
lefton Tuesday, traveled as per contract in a 
saloon carriage with her boy Maurice, and 
was met in Brussels by her Dutch impresa- 
rio, Schumann, who negetiated with her 
the conditions of her engagement with 
the Theater of Amsterdam. This gifted 
daughter of Judah, who hasa special talent 
for getting herself puffed, insisted on high pay 
and public honors. It was set down inthe 
agreement that she would not be obliged to 
play unless received at the railway terminus 
by the burgesses and burgomaster, and escort- 
ed as she rode to her hotel in a carriage-drawn 
by four white horses, by the Royal Guard and 
the students of the University in their caps 
and gowns. If any other member of the 
Comedie Francaise were with her, they were 
to ride in carriages drawn by two horses 
only. After playing ‘*Phedre” on Holy 
Thursday, it was moreover stipulated that 
she was to be conducted’ from the play-nhouse 
by four notables of the city, and that a re- 
traite aur fanbeaue was to pass be- 
neath the balcony of her apartments. 
This spectacle was to be followed 
by a serenade given by 200 musicians 
of the koyal Academy of Music. On Good 
Friday she acts, according to her engagement, 
the part of Mrs. Clarkson in *‘L’ Etrangere,’’ 
and on Saturday she recites the tirade of Dona 
Sol and other verses of Victor Hugo, for the 
delectation of the young (Queen before the 
Court. M. Schumann also stipulated to pay 
Sarah Bernhardt 15,000 franes for each repre- 
sentation: and the Chamberlain of King Wil- 
liam will sive her 7,000 frances for her recita- 
tions inthe Palace. It was judged necessary 
to induce some members of the Francais to ac- 
compapy Mile. Sarah Bernhardt in her Dutch 
tour. Several refused. They thought it 
beneath their dignity to play second fiddle to 
her. I am told that, to avoid wounding the 
pride of those who consented to go, it has 
been arranged that Sarah should be specially 
honored as a daughter of Amsterdam who 
hod conquered a high place on the stage of the 
first theater of Paris. 
Concerning Omnibuses. 
{From the New York Times. ] 
Very few persons ever ride, we imagine, in 
a Broadway omnibus or stage, as it is called 
here, without thinking of its inconvenience 
and clumsiness. It is very awkward, especial- 
ly for a woman, to get into or get out of; the 
seats aire uncomfortable, the roof is so low 
that it usually strikes one’s head; the vehicle 
is SO noisy as to prevent conversation; indeed, 
there is almost nothing to recommend it. An 
omnibus is one of the things that has not im- 
proved with time: it is an exception to the 
theory of universal development. The 
first omnibus that ran in Broadway, 
just fifty years ago, was very like the omnibus- 
es Which run there to-day, and which bump 
passengers about in very much_ the 
same barbarous fashion. Happily the street- 
cars and elevated railways have greatly re- 
duced the number of these lumbering con- 
veyances. In 1850 there were in this citv 
some 600, in 1858 about 430, while at present 
there can hardly be 150. 
as if they would be driven out altogether, but 
they put down their fares to five cents, and 
have since nearly donbled their patronage, 
though they have not increased numerically. 
The first vehicles of the sort were built in 
Paris in 1662, when a royal edict established 
five-sou conveyances, containing eight places, 
for the benefit of the infirm or of those 
requiring speedy transportation from 
one part of town to another and unable 
to hire a_ carriage. The introduction 
of omnibuses was grandly commemo- 
rated (March 18), and they were so much en- 
oyed that they were fora while monopolized 
y the wealthy. When the novelty had worn 
off, it was found that the poor and infirm did 
not use them; consequently, they disappeared 
inafew vyears,and were notrevived there 
until 1827. Introduced into London two years 
after, by one Shillibeer, they were known as 
Shillibeers; they carried 22 persons, and were 
drawn by three horses abreast. Twelve 
months later they began running here. In 
1839 they were employed in Amsterdam, and 
now they can be found in most of the cities in 
Europe, andin many of the towns in Asia, 
Africa and South America, where modern 
conveniences have penetrated. The preva- 
lence of the omnibus is, indeed, in an inverse 
ratio to its convenience.

Beer the World Over. 
[From the New York Times. | 


We are prone to think of beer as eonfined, 
in respect of manufacture, to Europe and the 
United States. But many kinds of beer are 
made in other countries; indeed, it is afar 
more general drink than is commonly sup- 
posed. In South America the natives pre- 
pared and drank a beer obtained from corn 
(maize),and called chica,longbefore the Span- 
iards had gained a foothold there. The corn 
is moistened with water, allowed to sprout 
partially, andthen dried in the sun. The 
malt so prepared is bruised, treated with 
warm water, and set aside until fermentation 
has ceased. In the valleys of the Sierra, the 
corn-malt, primitive and unpleasant, is chew- 
ed bythe natives, and the chewed morsel 
putin jars with hot water, when fermen- 
tation becomes more rapid. Thechica beer is 
also produced from barley, rice, peas, manioc, 
pines and grapes. ‘The Crim Tartars make 
beer from millet seed and name it bouza. The 
same seed is employed in Likkim, on the 
northern slopes of the Lower Himalayas, and 
vields beer known as mura. The Russians 
prepare a beer from rye, and callitquacas. The 
Arabians, Abyssinians and many other African 
tribes compound beer of teff and millet seed. 
The Tartars have milk beer made of mare’s 
or camel’s milk fermented. The Arabians use 
the milk to produce their /e/avu, and the Turks 
the youcrt. In the Orkneys and some parts of 
Ireland buttermilk is permitted to stand until 
if ferments, and is then drunk. The South 
Sea Islanders make a beer—avra—from the in- 
toxicating long pepper, and enjoy it greatly. 
Thus we see that beer, under many names, 
and prepared in many ways,is well-nigk a 
universal beverage. 


A Wild Locomotive. 
[Rocnester (N. Y.) Special, 13th.1 

Between Gand 7 this morning Engineer 
Brown and Fireman Held, of the Central 
Road, left their locomettve for a few mo- 
ments at the Joiner street crossing while they 
went for breakfast. Nosooner had they en- 
tered the lunch house than they learned that 
their locomotive had been started west.

A New Name for the 
Sorghum.

There has been much talk of late, particu- 
larly by the Kansas Board of Agriculture, 
about a new kina of grain which was suppos- 
ed to be easy of cultivation on arid soil. The 
Produce Exchange received a sample of this 
grain yesterday with a long communication 
from an expert in cereals. He wrote that the 
grain is no novelty and was cultivated in Eu- 
rope as early as 1506.It was introduced into this 
country long before the arrival of the Men- 
nonites, who have been credited with being 
the tirst to plantit. The grain is constantly 
coming up before the public under new 
names, sueh as Egyptian corn, ivory wheat, 
Indian millet and papyrus rice, which is its 
latest name. The expert says itis nothing 
else butthe drooping sorghum ( Sorgum cer- 
nuunm). He doubts that it is easier of cultiva- 
tion than other grains, but says it is in great 
favor inthe East Indies and Africa on ac- 
count of the ease witb which it can be cooked. 
The cobs are eaten like green corn, and the 
plant which sometimes attains a height 
of seven feet is covered with a thick foliage.

HANDSOME DWELLINGS. 


Some of the Palaces Going Up in New 
York City. 
‘From the New York Tribune. ] 


In a stroll in Fifth avenue, from Madison 
Square to Central Park, a person cannot fail 
to see a number of recent improvements. At 
No. 374, between Thirty-fifth and Thirty- 
sixth streets, a handsome dwelling is nearly 
completed, built by the trustees of William 
Astor, and costing about $70,000. Its dimen- 
sions are: Thirty-seven feet front, eighty feet 
deep, and it contains five stories, basement 
abd sub-cellar. The front is of Philadelphia 
brick and rough brown-stone. It will contain 
two stairways, an elevator and a hot air fur- 
nace. An ornamental roof completes the 
structure. 

The new building of the Union League Club 
at the northeast corner uf Thirty-ninth street 
is the next feature. It is now completed to the 
fifth story and one more story is to be added 
with a mansard roof. The width will be 8+ 
feet, and the depth 152 feet. ‘The materials 
are Philadelphia brick and Longmeadow 
brownstone, with granite base. ‘The entrance, 
flanked by massive brown pillars, is on the 
Thirty-ninth street side, leaving an unbroken 
line of large windows on the Fifth avenue 
front. The cost will be about $550,000. On 
the east side of the avenue, between Forty- 
seventh and Forty-eighth streets, George Op- 
dyke has nearly completed a brown stone 
dwelling, 30 feet by 67 feet, and four stories 
high, to cost about $55,000. The next scene of 
activity is where W. H. Vanderbilt is erecting 
three houses for himself and his two sons. 
These will occupy the whole front from Fifty- 
first to Fifty-second street, on the west side 
of the avenue. At present they are only 
erected as faras the first story, but when 
completed they will comprise a basement, 
three stories and an attic. Mr. Vanderbilt’s 
residence will be on the Fifty-first street cor- 
ner, eighty-eight feet wide and 116 feet deep. 
It will be connected by acovered brown stone 
corridor with the double house which will be 
eighty feet wide and 100 feet deep. The 
foundations are laid in solid rock, and the 
front, side and rear wails of both buildings 
will be of the best Connecticut brown stone 
with panels highly ornamented. Each build- 
ing will have anentrance on Fifth avenue. 
The cost is estimated at $300,000 and $400,000 
respectively. 

Directly north of these two houses on the 
northwest corner of Fifty-second street is to 
be the dwelling of William K. Vanderbilt, 
which is now erected as far as the first story. 
This handsome house will be built of Indiana 
limestone, will be 84 feet front, 121 feet deep, 
four stories high and surmounted by a com- 
bination of peaked and mansard roof. The 
plans are by Richard M. Hunt, and the cost of 
erection is estimated at $200,000... Adjoining 
Mr. Vanderbilt’s house on the north, the 
foundations are laid for a brown-stone dwell- 
ing to be four stories high, and owned by Dr. 
Stephen A. Main. 

Atthe southeast corner of Fifty-fourth 
street, a brick and brown stone dwelling, four 
stories high, with mansard roof, is nearly 
ready for occupancy. It is owned bp Grif- 
fith Rowe. George Kemp’s house, at the 
northwest corner of Fifty4ixth street, is one 
of the most striking buildings in the avenue. 
It is a double house, tifty feet front and 
eighty-five feet deep, five stories high, sur- 
mounted by a mansard roof, flanked with or- 
namental towers. ‘The material is Haver- 
straw brick with stone trimmings. Workmen 
are now engaged in fitting up the. inside,in 
which ornamental wood-carviog will form an 
important part. 

Nearest the corner is C. Vanderbilt’s house 
at the northwest corner of Fifty-seventh 
street, of which the first story is built. The 
basement will be granite and the upper walls 
brick and limestone. The dimensions are 
forty-eight feet front, 100 feet rear, 12 feet 
— and five stories high. It will cost $750,-

A Divinity Student’s Error.

The suit of Robert F. C. Pennell against 
the Rev. George C. Pennell, rector of St. 
John’s Protestant Episcopal Church, Newark, 
N.o., for $2,444, which has occupied so much 
public attention, is set down for trialin the 
city courton Monday. ‘The plaintiff claims 
to bethe defendant’s son by Mary Hannah 
Schroeppel, te whom the defendant was mar- 
ried in May, 1852. A male child was born a 
month after the marriage. It was immediately 
taken away. The mother never saw it, 
and believed it to be dead. About 
that time the Rev. Mr. Pennell’s 
father took a male cnild to one Raphael Rentz, 
in Brooklyn, and agreed to pay $8 a month for 
its ees Mr. Pennell paid the money un- 
til his death. Thesuitnow brovght by the 
young man claiming to be Robert F. C. Pen- 
nell is to recover the amount of money at the 
rate of $8 a month that should have been paid 
from the date of old Mr. Pennell’s death until 
the plaintiff was twenty-one vears of age. 
After the birth of her child Mrs. Pennell re- 
sumed her maiden name of Schroeppel and 
returned to live with her relatives in Oswego 
county. She died some years ago, quite 
wealthy. The Pennells refused to acknowl- 
edge her as the wife of theirson, who wasa 
divinity student atthetime, andfor that rea- 
son she resumed her maiden name, concealing 
her marriage lest the fact of her previous ruin 
should be made public. The plaintiff obtain- 
ed an order to examine the defendant before 
trial. In that examination the Rev. Mr. Pen- 
nell admitted the marriage to Muss Schroep- 
pel, and that a male child was born to her 
one month after the marriage. He obtained 
a divorce in 1861 on the ground of abandon- 
ment.

Inmy study of the muneral fields of this 
State Ihave had an opportunity to see the 
growth of wild-grape vines and have observ- 
ed the elements contained in the soils to pro- 
duce peaches. pears, apples, grapes, and 
reach the conclusion that no plant can prop- 
erly mature and grow unless it is supplied | 
with the necessary elements in the soil which 
constitute its food, that the life of a plant is 
somewhat-analogous tothe life of an animal, 
that it grows so long as it can utilize con- 
structive elements and - dislodge effete or 
worn-out elements, Which in trees are the 
bark. The life of a plant consists of the 
chemical action that goes on _ between 
the replacement of constructive elements 
which it takes up through the spongioles or 


mouths ofthe plant, which are at the end of 
the roots,and these contain a gastric juice 
that dissolves the small atoms of sand, clay, 
iron, magnesia and other elements in the 
svils. This process considers that plants can 
eat solid fvod like particles of glass and iron; 
that itis not necessary that these should be 
dissolved before they can be used as food, as 
many agricultural chemists have supposed, 
buttbatthe plant actually takes up in its 
sponzioles solid particles, dissolves them, and 
they are carried to the million pores in the 
leaves and there brought in contact 
with the gases the atmosphere be- 
fore they can be used as constructive 
elements. They are then conditioned 
‘to be used to build the plant. This fact can be 
shown bv pealing bark from fruit trees ina 
circle around the tree. The growth of new 
bark invariably commences from above and 
not from the lower part ofthe body or limb 
of the tree, as Would be supposed. The law 
ofthe growth ofa plantisthe same as the 
human system; food must be taken in the 
stomach, there by the gastric juices chimitied, 
then curried to the lungs and brought in con- 
nection with the atmosphere we breath, then 
returned, andis then conditioned to be used 
as Constructive elements to build the system.

annually which must go through 
process, and if the individual weighs 
more at the end of the year than at its 
commengement l,ov0 pounds must be 
voided through the lungs and other avenues 
of the body. The perfect balance between this 
chemical action (which we cali the vital forea) 
that goes on between the replacement of con- 
structive elements and displacement of effete 
or detructive elements constitutes health, its 
loss disease. <A!l disease is for the prolonga- 
“tion of the life of the individual. How does 
aman getthe gout? By tuking in more con- 
structive elements (f00d) than can be used, 
andthe surplus if allowed to remain in the 
vital part of the body would destroy the strue- 
tuie of the system, and tue economic law to 
save the man’s life removes this surplus and 
places it on the upper partof the toes and 
lingers, these being the farthest removed 
from the citadel of life, and pracciculiy gives 
the man the gout that his life imay be pre- 
served. Ail human ullments come 
under this law. Many years. ago I 
thought the plant bred che parasite 
and the utility of the parasite was observed as 
follows: ‘Thefarmer plauis corn in a field 
with wet clay spots, in which the plants come 
up sickly, and are attacked with grubs, which 
cut off the corn and destroy it, or force it to a 
stronger, healthier growth, so that the grubs 
Which the farmer considers his enemies are 
his best friends, us, bad these Sickly spots of 
corn been allowed to mature, they would have 
thrown out their disease: po.jeua and inocu- 
lated ali the healthy corn near them, poussivly 
ball across the tleid, and the plant vred the 
parasite that this calamitv migit be avoided. 
‘The same law isin the grape vine and fruit 
tree. The blight, nuldew and rot of the vine 
come trem Wantof proper foodto growa 
bealtby plant. it requires a lirse Der cent of 
the oxide of iron to perfect the seed in peacies, 
cherries or grapes. If tceis is wanting tae 
plant breeds parasites, which invaricbly are 
for the prolongation of its lie. 

Peach trees that have the yellows cau have 
their life prolonged by driving nailis in them. 
The sap dissolves the iron and carries it up ia 
the circulation, and thi- ox ie i achized in 
the perfection of the secu ic ae .lta of 
the tree improve , 

Rich prairie sojls ure nui. «1 . 
They lack the Siltcat. vrow “alk: aid 
wheat rusts, Which is @ para~.i.° t action to 
enable the plant to p.ifect the »--d. Powdered 
glass isa goou guanoforthis kiad of land; 
only make the particies so small that the 
spongioles of the wneat can take it up and 
dissolve it and use itto coat and stiffen the 
straw. All these laws apply to the’growth 
of grape vines, apd all can be illustrated by 
the srowth ofjvines seengin parts of this State, 
where the vines are from 6 te 10 inches in dia- 
meter and spread over trees 75 feet high. The 
iccation of these are invariably where they 
can get a proper supply of food. 

THE WINE LANDS OF MISSOURI 
may be classed as tirst, second, third and 
fourtb rate. The lands planted in St. Louis 
county and south of the city along the I. M. 
& S. Rh. R.are nearly all fourth rate lands. 
The same may ve said of the !ands along the 
Missouri River. ‘They areail third or fourth 
rate lands. ‘They lack the oxide of iron, and 
vines will mildew and have other parasitical 
influences. The tirst few years they grow 
well, yet as soon as the sparsely disseminated 
grupe-growing elements have been exhausted 
the vines commence to decay. 

TRUE WINE BELT OF MISSOURI. 

This belt ineludes Texas, Dent, Iron, 
Crawford, Franklin, Phelps and part of 
Washington vounty, and is partly an iron 
field. The elay is red and deep, and 
rock that it generally rests on sandstone, 
and this is fissured. The strataare formed 
in basins, the center of the basius 1s generally 
under the summits of the ridges, and upper 
part ofthe ridges the proper grape lava, as 
bere the moisture will be retained, where- 
as onthe flunges of the basins the plant may 
suffer for the want of moisture. The country 
bas ageneral altitude of from 6toS00 feet 
above the Mississippi River and lies on the 
north side of the great watershed of the 
Ozash. The red clay in these districts 18 from 
10 to 20 feet deep over sandstone, and con- 
tains all the elements necessary to grow 
bealtby and lasting vineyards. Only a few 
vineyards have been planted on this land. The 
grapevines along the streams are large and 
vigorous and bear wild grapes in quautities 
tbat would pay some seasons to gailer and 
make into wine. 

There is no reason why Missouri should not 
become 
‘‘TrHE GREAT WINE-PRODUCING STATE “OF 

THE UNION.” 
There are some 3,000,000 acres of these un- 
planted wine lands, that can be bought for 
from fifty cents to #2 per acre, that are capa- 
ble of producing grapes and wine to as great 
4 profit were the same eapital and energy em- 
ployed as the richest prairie lands in Illinois. 
lhe merits of these lands should be put bee 
fore the German immigration societies, as 
those people are the natural wine-growers. | 
The vineyards about Cincinnati will be short- 
lived, andthe same about Indianapolis and 
Cleveland. So soon as they exhaust the oxide. 
of iron, which is the natural food of the plant, 
they must necessarily die out. All the para- 
sitical influences developed in the grape vine 
con be traced directly to the want 
of proper elements in the _ soil 
to furnish nutriment to the plant. 
One kind of soil is best to grow corn, another 
wheat, oats, rye. barley,flax, bemp, pota- 
toes, peanuts. What is food for one is poison 
forthe other. Ina rotation of crops. some 
plants copsume the excrementary matter of 
other plants, as wheat that of clover, corn the 
humus formed by the decay of dense weeds 
and grasses, So with peach, apple, cherry 
trees and grape vines; the strata of a country 
maps the boundaries of timber; sycamore, 
elm, sum and ash is tied to the bottoms of 
the rivers apd streams; tbe flint hills grow 
black-jack, the clay uplands post and white 
oak, the sandstone ridges pine. The timber 
belts have formed a geological map of each 
townsbip, and tell of the elements in the soils. 
All the upper part of the Mississippi basin— 
lowa, iinotal Wisconsin and: Northern 
I)linois—in a few years will open » market fer

One cause of the want of success of 
telling grapes in St. Louis has been the,want 
of commission men who had agencies estab- 
lisbed in all the Northern States, so that as 
soon as the market was overstocked to supply 
the citizens the surplus could be distributed 
where it would meeta sale. Look at the 
distribution of California fruits. They are 
found:in almost every village in the land: 
Missouriis destined to be the great fruit- 
growing State of the Mississippi basin,and will 
begin to take that piace so soon as the merits 
of her soils and altitudes are made known 
publicly as being adapted to the growth of 
vrapes, peaches and other fruit.

The anti- 
third term sentiment is very strong in this 
State and there can be little doubt that we

_A prominent Boston Republican writes, 
April 11: **‘We will send a delegation of our 
best mento the St.. Louis Convention. At 
least ten per cent of the Republicans of this 
State would not vote for Grant if nominated.” 

A well-known New York leader of the 
party writes, April10: ‘*We will be with you 
on May 4in full force. Our Kngwn strength 
is now Over 10,000 in this city, and before the 
Chicago Convention meets we will reach 25,- 
000 in the State. This includes only Republi- 
cans who will not vote for Grant.’’ 

One of the most prominent Republicans in 
Philadelphia writes, April 9: *“‘Seven-eighths

Another Philadelphian writes April ll: ‘‘A 
delegation from this State will be at the St.

Stili another writes: ‘‘What will we doif 
Grant 1s nominated? Wedo not want to get 
caught with another candidate equally objec- 
tionable. The feeling here among _pro- 
nounced anti-third term itepublicans favors 
Washburne, Edmunds or Garfield, in the or- 
der named.’’ 

A stalwart Republican writes from New 
Hampshire, April 11: “Count our State as 
with vou on May 6. The anti-third term feel- 
ing here is very strong, and thousands of Re- 
publicans will stay at home if Ggant is nom- 
inated at Chicago. 

A New York Republican who is well known 
for his political foresight savs: **Weshall lose 
several Congressional districts if Grant is the 
candidate: four party. While I should vote 
for him, I know that thousands in this State 
would not. The most bitter opposition is 
found among young men.’ 

A New Lisbon, Ohio,Republican says, Avril 
Sh: **lam an anti-third-termer of the stal- 
wart kind.I should estimate,based on hearing 
parties speak of the’ matter and reli- 
able reports—that about 100 out of voting 
Republicans in this (Center) township of 
about 600 would not vote for Grant if nom- 
inated, and‘) percent of the party inthis 
(Columbiana) county are Blaine men. I 
think that a fair part of the entire party, in 
at least the ratio of 100 out of every 6 Re- 
publican voters in this county, would not vote 
for Grantif nominated, and the same pro- 
portion of the counties north of this county 
would do the same thing’?’’ 


An Indiana Republican well known in his 7 


State writes, April 10: ‘*This State, as you 
know, is for Blaine.

April {: **We shall lose several Congres- 
sional districts,and perhaps the State,if Grant 
isnominated. Wearefor Blaine—Edmunds 
—Washburne—any oneexcept Grant. There 
are 2,000 good strong Republicans in this city 
who will never vote for Grant, and many 
thousands more who would not vote at all if 
he is the Republican candidate.’’ 

Another prominent Republican writes from 
Detroit: ‘I am connected with a large housé 
here,and,out of about twenty-two Rapublicans 
(commercial travelers, oftice men and cm- 
ployes) in its employ, there are only two of 
three whe would vote for Grant if nominated, 
rest are outspoken’ against his 
nomination and _ election. Our trav- 
eling men, who visit all parts 
of the State, say that the same feeling 
prevails all over Michigan. I am one of the 
many who believe that the State cannot be 
carried for Grant.” 

From Parkersburg, West Virginia, comes 
the follewing: **Nine-tenths of the Republi- 
State, I am satisfied, are 
heartiiy in sympathy with the  anti- 
third term movement. We have 
zreat respect for General Grant, but do not 
want hizn nominated for President. I believe 
itis possible with the same efforts that are put 
same States to carry West Virginia for 

slaine or Sherman or some other good man. 
But with Grant we have no hope and will 
lose many counties which we now con- 
trol. I still hope that Grant’s good sense will 
induee him to see the position he is being put 
in by the selfish men who are using his name 
for their own corrupt purposes. I defended 
my country four years against rebels in arms 
and will curry the effects of it to my grave, 
but I cannot vote for Grant again.” 

A disabled Union soldier who helped 
to nominate Grant in 1868, and 
again in 1872, writes from Min- 
nesota, April 8: ‘**Last evening (April 7) we 
had.ameeting of Republicans, of which I had 
the honor to be chairman, in this town on this 
important subject and passed unanimously 
a strong anti-third term resolution. All 
seemed to realize the danger to the success of 
the Republican party by the nomina- 
tion of Grant. Some, like myself, 
will vote openly for any Democratic opponent 
to rebuke such arrogant presumption. Many 
expressed themselves inthe milder form of 
not voting at all, and thus by lukewarmness 
we are to be endgngered. All seemed confi- 
dgnt that with this element of discord re- 
moved we can achieve a victory. I hope to 
be present at your convention.’’ 

A Kansas Republican writes, April 11: ‘Of 
course you know we are solid for Blaine. 
Many Republicans would stay away from the 
polls if Grant should be the candidate of the 
Republican party. We could carry Kansas 
for Grant but would lose many counties and 
perbaps a few Congressional districts. We 
will be at St. Louis.’’

We find in the New York Produce Exchange 
Reporter of Saturday last the following,which, 
although not containing a great deal of ‘‘bull’’

Important Resolutions Adopted by the 
- Assemtly. 


Various Papers Read During 
the Day. 


Morning and Afternoon Sessions---Full 
Report of the Proceedings. 


Before calling the convention to order Gov. 
Phelps read over a list of letters which had 
been received by the Secretary for members, 
and as soon as these missives had been dis- 
tributed the convention was opened for bus- 
ness. There was not as iarge a representa- 
tion present as on yesterday In the hall. 

The Governor was then occupied for some 
time in stating the reports of several counties 
which had not been putin yesterday. Among 
others, Atchison, Mercer and Dade. 

The 
ination Dr. Chas. Morgner as a commissioner 
under credentials from the convention to Ger- 
many, Where he intends to travel next year. 
There was considerable discussion upon the 
resolution and it was eventually referred. 

It was resolved to aecvept the invitation to 
Visitthe Merchants’ Exchanve and the con- 
vention agreed to go thereat noon ina body. 

The convention passed a resolution cordial- 
ly inviting and welcoming toour soil all per- 
sons, irrespective of their religion, politics or 
lationalitv, who can aid by their labor or 
capital in the development of its vast re- 
sources. 

Another resolution was passed that it was 
the sense of the eoiuvention that the Levisla- 
ture should take action looking toward a 
ceological survey of the State. 

A resolution was passed recovrnizing the 
work of the German Emigrant Aid Society, 
and tending the privilges of delegates to the 
convention tothe offices of that institution. 

Mr. Hf. C. Fike, of Johnson county, offered 
the following: 

WHEREAS, We believe the material inter- 
ests of the State of Missouri can in every 
sense be largely and successfully promoted by 
a complete publication and large cireulation 
of ail matters of information touching upoa 
her resources and advantages. Be it there- 
fore resoived by this convention: 

ij. That we deem it highly essential 
that immigration societies should be 
ervanized and maintained in every 
county in this _ State, co-operating 
Wita and through the State Board of Immi- 
cration. 

2. Thatthe State Legislature should, at 
its next session, make ample provision by 
liberal appropriation for the successful ac- 
complishment of the design intended in the 
creation of a State Board of Immigration. 

3. That we hereby request the executive 
committee to prepare suitable blank petitions 
and furnish the same to the severa) members 
ofthis convention in their respective coun- 
ties for . the purpose of obtaining 
signatures—the said petitions praving the 
next General Assembly to make such appro- 
priation as is contemplated by the foregoing 
resolution. 

On motion of Henry Newman, of Randolph, 
this matter was referred to the committee of 
thirteen.

The following statistics show how Missour1 
stands inthis matter: There are in the State 
in round numbers about 900 ftlouring mills as 
against 450 as shown by the census of 187.
